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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Examiner has carefully considered Applicant's amendment and accompanying remarks 
filed September 4, 2003. All rejections have been overcome by the present amendment and 
response. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-5,7, 9-30, and 52-67 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the rejections have 
been overcome by the present amendment. Furthermore, while Wyss (US Pub. No. 
2002/0006757) and Stark (US 6,008,146) are believed to be the closest prior art, they fail to teach 
or suggest a fabric filter comprising a chemical stiffener comprised of a resorcinol-formaldehyde 
resin solution or a phenol-formaldehyde resin solution.
